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Each issue we explore the formative years of 
a rock and roll celebrity. This month we thought 
that with the continuing changes occurring in 
East and West Germany, it might be interesting 
to get some insight from the Scorpions’ vocalist 
(and adept political analyst), Klaus Meine. 


For a young boy growing up in post-World 
War Il Germany, the spectre of a divided home- 
land was a constant reminder of the horrors of 
war. The Scorpions’ Klaus Meine has never 
known a unified Germany, and as he grew up in 
the city of Hannover, he came to hate the forces 
that kept those trapped in the Communist East 
from visiting their friends and family in the 
West. As someone living on the front lines of 
the so-called “Cold War’, Meine dreamed of 
one day seeing the walls of oppression come 
tumbling down. Little did he expect those 
dreams to become a reality. 

“| was as surprised as anyone when | heard 
about what was happening in East Germany,” 
Meine said. ‘I've been to Berlin many times, 
and of course | have seen the Wall. | remember 
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Klaus Meine: “Having a role in bringing all Germans together is something 
we dream about.” 


when it was built in the early ‘60s, and there 
were times when | thought it would never come 
down. The rifts between East and West seemed 
too great to be overcome. But once Gorbachev 
came into power in Russia, there seemed to be 
hope. When we toured Russia last summer we 
saw the changes, but when the Wall was finally 
opened, it was an incredibly emotional time for 
all Germans.” 

Though the Scorpions have toured the world 
countless times and broken down barriers in 
nations as diverse as Brazil, Hungary and Rus- 
sia, it has always been one of their greatest 
dreams to travel the few miles across the East 
German border to play for the thousands of fans 
who've never had the chance to experience the 
band live. For Meine, in particular, traveling to 
the east would rank as one of his greatest 
career thrills, and the band are already planning 
on making that historic trip to the other side of 
the Wall. 

“Of course, we would like to be the first 
Western hard rock band to play in East Ger- 
many, he said. “| don't want to sound egocent- 


ric, but in this case we shou/d be the first band 
to do that. Who else is more qualified? It would 
mean a great deal to us, and we know that we 
have many, many fans on that side of the Wall. | 
remember when we played in Budapest, Hun- 
gary, a few years ago; literally thousands of 
fans from East Germany poured across the 
border by train and car to see us. It was their 
first chance to see us live, and they jumped at 
it. Now that the borders of East Germany and 
the other Eastern European nations are open, 
I'm sure most East German fans will come to 
our shows in Hungary and Poland. But that’s 
still not the same as us touring East Germany.” 

One problem the Scorpions might face play- 
ing shows in East Germany is that money is a 
lot more scarce there, and it is unlikely that the 
band’s expenses for such an undertaking could 
even be covered. But after playing such “break- 
even’ propositions as Budapest and Moscow, 
Meine said the Scorps would gladly pay their 
own way for the opportunity of reaching their 
East German brothers. Playing in the East is 
more than an opportunity to the Scorpions, it's a 
mission. 

“We wouldn't care if we made money or 
not,” he said. “That would be the least of our 
concerns. Being German, and growing up with 
the stigma of being German, having the chance 
to play even a tiny role in bringing all German 
people together is something we've all dreamed 
of doing. | don’t think anyone from America — 
or even Russia — can hope to understand what 
it’s like. You had your Civil War many years ago, 
but for us, the divisions of Germany was some- 
thing imposed on the nation after the war. | 
know there are many who are opposed to a 
unified Germany for a number of economic and 
political reasons. But for all Germans, the 
chance to learn more about one another comes 
first. That's all that we hope to do — bring a 
little Western-style rock music to our friends in 
the East.” 

As the most famous rock band ever to come 
out of Germany, the Scorpions know they're on 
the verge of making history. With their albums 
the most popular items on the East German 
black market, the band are exploring ways of 
having their product legally released to their 
East German fans. Meine knows it’s only a mat- 
ter of time before all the walls come tumbling 
down. ‘The Berlin Wall is only the beginning,’ 
he said confidently. “It can never go back to 
where it was even a few short months ago. 
People have tasted freedom and they like it. 
They want to experience all the wonders of the 
West — and one of those wonders is rock and 
roll.” O 
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Bon Jovi continue to go through changes! 
Not only does it now appear certain that guitar- 
ist Richie Sambora (professed to be the pop of 
Cher's new baby) is about to record a solo 
album, but he may be joined in solo ventures by 
band keyboardist Dave Bryan. Evidently Dave 
has an interest in “new age’ music — that 
atmospheric mish mosh of instrumental sounds 
— and would like to record an album of this 
nature later this year. It also seems that Jon 
Bon himself is thinking about recording an 
album that reflects ‘a different side’ of his 
musical personality. All this means that we 
shouldn't expect any new music from the band, 
Bon Jovi, until the middle of 1991.

It seems that we give you a Guns N’ Roses 
update in this space every month, so here goes: 
The boys are now sequestered in a Los Angeles 
recording studio trying once again to start work 
on their long overdue second LP. After failing to 


get their creative juices flowing in either Chi- 
cago or New York, the Gunners have returned 
home in the hope that some friendly faces will 
spark their creativity. Unfortunately, so much 
dissension still exists within the band that it 
may take awhile before the tape machines 
actually start rolling. 


HEHKHHEE 


Anthrax have finished recording their latest 
album, Persistence Of Time. The disc was 
recorded in Los Angeles and features a darker 
view of the band than was presented on last 
year's State Of Euphoria. Perhaps that sinister 
attitude was sparked — both figuratively and 
literally — by the fire that ripped through the 
band’s rehearsal hall last January, destroying 
over $100,000 worth of equipment. Lost in the 
blaze were three of Scott lan’s favorite guitars, 
including a ‘74 Gibson that was one of his 
favorites.

Following the success of his recent Just Say 
Ozzy EP, the infamous Ozzy Osbourne has 
reentered the recording studio to begin work on 
his next full length album. Ozzy predicts the new 
LP will be a killer thanks to the fact that he and 
guitarist Zakk Wylde have now formed a musi- 
cal bond that should carry the music to new 
heights. “I really didn't know Zakk that well 
when we recorded No Rest For The Wicked,” 
Ozzy said. ‘Now we know each other almost too 
well.”

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HUFF BROTHERS CARRY NEW BAND 


TO UNEXPECTED HEIGHTS.

iant are determined to make it 

big in the rock world; there's 

nothing particularly significant 

about that. What does separate 

these Nashville hard rockers 
from many of their cohorts is that they expect 
their musica/ talent to take them to the top. 
They know there are bands who look better than 
they do and will dress up more than they will. 
But vocalist/guitarist Dann Huff, drummer 
David Huff, bassist Mike Brignardello and key- 
boardist Alan Pasqua are damned sure there 
isn't a band around who'll outplay them. As 
their debut LP, Last Of The Runaways, proves, 
when it comes to playing hard rock with power, 
precision and class, few bands around can 
touch Giant.

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“We play classic metal, rather than the flash 
stuff that seems to be so popular today,” Dann 
Huff said. “I’m not putting those bands down 
because | understand the role that showman- 
ship has in this business. But, to us, the music's 
got to come before the theatrics. We write 
songs in this band, and those are our first prior- 
ity. There are groups around that seem to throw 
the song out there just so they can get to the 
guitar solo. We have guitar solos too. But they 
fit into the song and enhance it. We know 
where our priorities should be.” 

Though Huff may say his guitar solos play 
second fiddle to Giant's songs, he is perhaps 
the hottest young guitarist to hit the rock 
scene in recent years. His burning lead licks 
haven't gone unnoticed by other musicians 
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either; Dann was a noted session player long 
before forming Giant, performing on albums by 
such rock stars as Bob Seger, David Bowie and 
Foreigner. But on Last Of The Runaways, Dann 
lets it all hang out, strutting his stuff on rockers 
like Shake Me Up and I’m A Believer with a 
passion that marks him as one of metals rare 
trendsetters. 

“A lot of the bands | listen to — and that 
includes new bands — are still copping licks 
that Eddie Van Halen played ten years ago,” 
Dann said. ‘That's cool, but there already is an 
Eddie Van Halen. | love his playing too, but if | 
was gonna copy anybody it would be Jeff Beck. 
That's not so much because of his style but 
because of his attitude. His playing always had 
more melody, balls and passion than anybody 
else's. I'm not trying to say that | belong up 
there with either Beck or Van Halen, but | can 
hold my own on guitar. I'm not ashamed to 
admit that.” 

There's more to Giant than just Dann’s flashy 
guitar work, however. The rest of the band 
share an equally rich studio history, appearing 
with a wide assortment of rock legends before 
taking the Giant plunge. But three years ago, 
after yet another night of session work, Dann 
and Alan Pasqua decided enough was enough 
and decided to put together a band of their own. 
The call went out to Dann’s brother David and 
to Mike Brignardello, who quickly journeyed to 
L.A. to begin writing the songs that eventually 
emerged as Last Of The Runaways. 

“The first night we all got together, we just 
jammed for about three hours,’ Dann said. 
“When we finished, we all had these huge 
smiles on our faces. After all the session work 
we had done, we knew instantly whether a 
group of musicians were clicking or not. We 
knew what we were doing was pretty damn 
good. We started writing and, before we knew 
it, we had the songs, as well as a recording 
contract. It came together really fast.” 

Once their record deal was set, the band 
headed off to England to record their debut disc 
with producer Terry Thomas (the knob twister 
for Bad Company's most recent LP). The 
members of Giant were intent on avoiding what 
they perceived as “an L.A. sound”, and the trip 
across the water not only inspired them but put 
them in touch with some of their musical roots. 

“We're all huge fans of Led Zeppelin,’ Dann 
said. “And while we're not part of that whole 
Zeppelin renaissance movement, thank good- 
ness, we admire the way they approached their 
craft. They had style, and that’s what we want 
Giant to have. Going to England really refreshed 
us and got us away from the L.A. scene. Work- 
ing with Terry was great too, because he’s an 
up-and-coming producer who's willing to do 
things in a different way if necessary. We were 
looking for a sound with a rough edge — some- 
thing just a little different. | think that’s exactly 
what we got.” O

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SLIP OF THE TONGUE CATAPULTS COVERDALE & CO. 


TO THE TOP ONCE AGAIN.

David Coverdale: “I haven't forgotten the tough times this band went through.” 
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hitesnake’s David Cov- 
erdale walks through 
any backstage area like 
he owns the place. But, 
considering that Dash- 
ing David has put almost 20 years into the craft 
of rock and roll, one might feel he’s entitled to 
the slightly arrogant stance he assumes when 
confronting ‘‘mere mortals’ during his behind- 
the-scenes jaunts. It's not that Coverdale actu- 
ally feels superior to those around him; it's just 
that when you're talented, famous and rich, it's 
hard not to give off an unmistakable air of 
superiority — and Coverdale does little to hide 
his. With beautiful wife Tawny Kitaen in tow, 
Coverdale slowly circulates, offering a few quick 
words of encouragement to the members of the 
show's opening act, some of whom are ner- 
vously milling around, waiting to get onstage. 
He offers a heartfelt smile to some local friends 
and industry folks who've made the trek to see 
Whitesnake turn on the capacity crowd of over 
15,000. And he always has the warmest 
response for the members of his band (some of 
whom have already been at the arena for two 
hours), who labored through soundcheck, play- 
ing along to a tape of David's voice while Cov- 
erdale was back at his hotel. 

The warmth that exists between Coverdale 
and his band appears genuine. Despite rumors 
that he’s nearly impossible to work with, bassist 
Rudy Sarzo, drummer Tommy Aldridge and guit- 
arists Steve Vai and Adrian Vandenberg all 
swear that they have the best jobs on earth. 
Considering that the band’s two most recent 
albums (Whitesnake and Slip Of The Tongue) 
have sold a combined total of over ten million 
copies, who can argue with them. Though eve- 
ryone in the band is a salaried employee of 
Coverdale’s (though Vandenberg does share in 
songwriting royalties from the most recent LP), 
they're quick to defend any charge that might 
be hurled at their fearless leader. 

“| enjoy working with David immensely,” 
Vandenberg said. ‘In fact, when | suffered my 
wrist injury last year and was unable to partici- 
pate in the recording of Slip Of The Tongue, it 
was one of the biggest disappointments of my 
life. It wasn’t just that | missed the opportunity 
to record songs | had helped write. | missed the 
chance to work with the band in the studio. | 
admire everyone in this band, especially David. 
He’s fought very hard to make Whitesnake a 
success, so he’s entitled to everything good that 
comes his way. He's a very special man. That's 
really all that needs to be said.’ 

“I've worked with many people in many 
bands,” Sarzo chimed in, “but | think White- 
snake is the best work atmosphere I've ever 
seen. We all get along very well in this group, 
and we know that if we're unhappy we're free to 
leave. There's no pressure on us. Everyone is

here because he wants to be. That's the best 
atmosphere to have in a band. David under- 
stands that, and he’s the one who helped create 
it. Whatever Whitesnake is, was or will ever be 
is strictly because of David Coverdale. We're just 
here to help him along as best we can.” 

Coverdale would probably agree with Sarzo’s 
assessment of Whitesnake. His self-confidence 
allowed him to overcome years of hardship 
when the now-mighty Snake couldn't even land 
an opening act slot on an American tour. Des- 
pite the band's current mega-million success, 
Whitesnake had to survive a decade of trials 
and tribulations before Coverdale’s ship finally 
found its way to the Promised Land. 


‘| haven't forgotten the tough times,’ Cover- 
dale said. ‘It's very hard to do that, no matter 
how hard you try. | can remember the frustration 
of being unable to break through in America, no 
matter what we did or how hard we tried. 
Thankfully, we were enjoying a degree of suc- 
cess in Europe and Japan at that time. Other- 
wise, | don't know if this band could have sur- 
vived financially. Even so, it was a bit of a 
struggle. That's why | enjoy the success we're 
having today so much. Young bands who sell a 
million albums right away can never really 
appreciate what they've accomplished until they 
begin to hit the downside of the industry. | was 
lucky in that while | tasted the sweetness of 
success right off with Deep Purple, | had to 
suffer a bit with Whitesnake before we made it 
to where we are today. It's been a simply mar- 
velous trip to take — as long as the ending 
stays as happy as it is at the moment.” 

Whitesnake’s success has transformed Cov- 
erdale from a struggling musician who often 
had to borrow money from associates to keep 
his band going to one of the wealthiest men in 
rock. With almost total control of the White- 
snake empire, he has amassed a not-so-small 
fortune that continues to grow with every album 
and ticket the band sells. He's put his money to 
good use, building a new home in the Holly- 
wood hills that cost in excess of $3 million. 
While the house was being constructed, Cover- 
dale and his wife lived for four months in the 
posh Mondrian Hotel in Los Angeles, where 
their nightly rate was $250. But Coverdale 
hasn't blown his holdings on his new digs. In 
fact, much of the profit from the Whitesnake 
album was funneled back into the band, to 
make sure their latest LP and tour would live up 
to the expectations of the group’s newfound 
legions. 


“Things are certainly different today than 
they were when | first entered this business,’ 
he said. “Deep Purple was renowned for having 
extravagant stage shows, but compared to what 
a band needs to do today, those shows were 
rather simplistic. Thanks to MTV, fans expect an 
incredible feast for their eyes as well as their 
ears every night, and we're only too happy to 
give it to them. They respond by holding their 


lighters aloft and cheering us on. It’s a very fair 
trade.” 

Fans also respond by buying albums, T-shirts 
and posters of Whitesnake, making the group 
one of the top merchandising bands around. In 
fact, only Guns N’ Roses, Metallica, Motley Crue 
and Bon Jovi enjoy healthier merchandise sales 
than the Snake, a fact that seems to ensure the 
band extra income for years to come. But money 
isn't at the heart of the Whitesnake machine; 
it's music that inspires these five rockers to hit 
the heights. This strange amalgam of the Eng- 
lish Coverdale, Cuban Sarzo, Dutch Vandenberg 
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and American Vai and Aldridge is founded on 
their love of straight-ahead blues-based rock 
and roll, a brand of music they just might play 
better than any band around. 

“We've all been involved in projects where 
we played music for very little money,’ Cover- 
dale said. “But we kept playing. We love what 
we do, and that is quite apparent when you 
listen to the albums or see us live. You can't 
fake that. Either you have a passion for rock and 
roll, or you don’t. Whitesnake, I'm happy to 
report, is one of the most passionate bands on 
earth.” O

he crowd had arrived early, 
packing the tiny club to the raf- 
ters in anticipation of an 
appearance by Bonham — the 
hot yeung band fronted by 
drummer Jason Bonham, son of Led Zeppelin’s 
late, great John “Bonzo” Bonham. It was as if 
the throng sensed that this might be their only 
chance to see Bonham in a club environment. 
After all, the band’s debut LP, The Disregard Of 
Timekeeping, had reached gold sales status 
and arena headliners were lining up for the 
chance to take the young British foursome on 
the road with them. But all the commotion 
didn't seem to phase Bonham and his cohorts 
— vocalist Daniel MacMaster, bassist John 
Smithson and guitarist lan Hatton. As the fans 
waited anxiously in the club, the four relaxed in 
their small dressing room, cracking dirty jokes, 
swigging a drink or two and generally warming 
up for the hour-long set they were about to 
unleash. 


“It's really nice the way the fans have 
responded to this record,’ Jason said, wrapping 
a bit of tape around his fingers. “‘It’s not like | 
expected instant recognition for this band. I've 
been involved in projects that went absolutely 
nowhere, despite some big-time record com- 
pany efforts. So it was a bit of a gamble for me 
to stick my name on the front of the album, 
because if it didn't happen there was nobody to 
blame but me.” 

As soon as Bonham hit the stage, it became 
clear that the group had little reason to worry

about their acceptance. Everyone from the 
denim-clad kids in the -front row to the usually 
staid record company executives at the tables in 
back were on their feet from the opening guitar 
salvo, caught up in the excitement generated by 
this young band. The group seemed to live up to 
all the audience's expectations, mixing such 
crowd favorites as Wait For You and Bringing 
Me Down with special tunes in which Jason paid 
homage to his roots. 


“| want people to respond to this band and 
the music we're making,” he said. ‘On the other 
hand, I'm proud of the music my father made, 
and | love playing it. It just so happens that 
there have been several opportunities for me to 
do so in recent years, so | feel comfortable 
playing some of the Zeppelin numbers. | even 
played with Jimmy [Page], Robert [Plant] and 
John [Paul Jones] at the Atlantic Records anni- 
versary party a few years ago. They know | love 
their material and | only play it with the greatest 
respect. But | hope people haven't come out in 
the hope that we'll be playing Led Zeppelin 
songs. Our album has a lot of very strong songs 
on it, and I'm happy to say that they've been 
getting a very good response every night.” 

One must wonder, however, how a guy like 
Jason, who was hanging out with his dad in the 
biggest arenas in the world when he was still a 
pup, felt about playing in clubs that held only a 
thousand people. When confronted with that 
question, the blond, friendly drummer offered a 
big smile and a hearty laugh. 

“We're happy to play any place at any time,” 
he exclaimed. ‘| don’t think we're quite ready 


for Madison Square Garden or Wembley Arena 
on our own yet. We're taking everything slowly 
and enjoying every step along the way. | have 
no interest in seeing this band shoot right to the 
top and be unable to keep up the momentum. 
Half the fun of becoming successful is the road 
getting there, and as long as we end up where 
we want to be, | have no trouble seeing us take 
our time.”

Jason has surrounded himself with a top- 
flight band in his quest for success. With the 
21-year-old MacMaster hitting poses and notes 
reminiscent of a certain Mr. Robert Plant, and 
Hatton laying down a state-of-the-art barrage of 
guitar thunder, the band Bonham is a near- 
perfect blend of classic rock influences and up- 
to-the-minute technology. 

“We found Daniel when our original singer 
just wasn't cutting it,” Jason said. “Our pro- 
ducer wanted us to try and find somebody else, 
and it just so happened that our manager, Phil 
Carson, had come across Daniel in Canada, 
thanks to the help of Brian Howe, the vocalist 
for Bad Company. We went to check him out 
and he was incredible.

LOVE/HATE 


WEST COAST ROCKERS BLEND WIDE-RANGING INFLUENCES INTO METAL SOUND. 


Skid Rose has got one of the best names in 
the business, but who is he? He's not a member 
of Skid Row, nor is he Ax! Rose’s long-lost 
brother. Ol’ Skid is actually the songwriter and 
bassist for Love/Hate, one of the most unusual 
hard rock bands to emerge from the cookie- 
cutter world of L.A. metal. Along with band- 
mates Jizzy Pearl (vocals), Joey Gold (drums) 
and Jon E. Love (guitars), Rose has created a 
sound that's as fresh as the morning dew — 
and we ain't talkin’ ‘bout L.A. morning smog 
either! The group's debut LP, Blackout In The 
Red Room, blends together influences as 
diverse as Led Zeppelin, the Beatles, the Sex 
Pistols and Motley Crue to emerge with one hell 
of a rock and roll record. 


“Everyone in this band was influenced by the 
classic British bands — you know, Zeppelin, the 
Stones, the Beatles — but we also listened to 
the Dead Kennedys and a lot of other hardcore 
punk,’ Rose said. ‘We've gotten into Prince 
and some soul too, and that’s really helped 
create a sound for this band. There's really a big 
difference in the way people play heavy metal 
when they've been brought up strictly on metal. 
We're meshing a lot of different styles and 
influences. We play it loud — with heavy gui- 
tars — but we're trying to put a little funk and 
punk into our metal too.” 

Judging by the band’s debut disc, that amal- 
gam has produced one of the most eclectic 
albums to arrive on the metal scene in ages. 
Though songs like Fue/ 7o Run and Why Do You

Think They Call It Dope? hit like sledge- 
hammers, with clanging guitars and buzz-saw 
bass lines, the band’s lyrics and creative vision 
quickly separate them from most of their hard 
rocking brethren. There are bound to be those 
who will find the group's style more than a little 
pretentious. And it's true that their lyrics are 
somewhat trite as they try to be philosophical. 
But those are minor points of contention com- 
pared to the unconventional attitude that Love/ 
Hate is bringing to a metal scene in dire need of 
some new voices. 

“We approach our songs a lot differently 
from most other bands that | know of,” Rose 
said. ‘First off, all the songs are written on 
acoustic guitar, so the melody and the lyrics 
have to be there. You can’t mask too much 
when you write that way. Our booming, hard 
rock style doesn't come until we get into the 
studio. The lyrics tend to reflect life in the 
streets — the streets we survived on while we 
were getting this band together. We don't pro- 
mote drugs, booze and being wasted, but we do 
promote the freedom to be yourself. A song like 
Fuel To Run is about just being who you're 
comfortable being and not worrying about what 
you're supposed or not supposed to do.” 

Love/Hate have been developing their 
unconventional attitude for the past four years, 
ever since the quartet moved into a commercial 
building in downtown L.A. that they christened 
“Soul House’. With no neighbors at night, and 
only the sound of industry-at-work during the 
day, the boys were able to devote themselves to 


their music without interruption. The ‘Soul 
House” brought the group's musical goals into 
perspective, allowing the boys to talk, think and 
play music whenever they pleased. 

“We'd get up and talk about something we 
had played the night before,” Rose said. “Then 
we'd try playing it a different way — and those 
sessions would go nonstop. There were no 
intrusions like jobs, wives or parents to get in 
the way. There were no voices of conformity 
asking, ‘What are you doing with your life?’”’ 

The band’s dedication soon landed them a 
series of shows on L.A.'s famed Sunset Strip 
where, after dabbling in the hair and fashion 
trends of the moment, they soon developed a 
style all their own. Soon word-of-mouth about 
the band reached the ears of producer Tom 
Werman (of Motley Crue and Poison fame). 
After seeing the band perform a sold-out show 
at the legendary Whiskey, he got hold of the 
group and told them he wanted to produce their 
first album. The results of that collaboration can 
be heard on Blackout In The Red Room, an 
album that seems destined to make Love/Hate 
a hot new item on the rock scene. 

“Working with Tom was great for us because 
he’s had so much experience,” Rose said. “He 
helped bring the best out of us — but we knew 
what we wanted too. We were educated on the 
Sunset Strip, and that prepares you for any- 
thing. We've learned you can't depend on the 
illusion of being a rock star — you know, the 
hair, the women, the clothes. You've got to have 
it in the music, and | think we do.” O

hey make great music, but the 
members of Guns N’ Roses sure 
are a weird collection of personali- 
ties. Prone to excess, the products 
of broken homes, Slash, Steven, 
Izzy, Duff and Axl are victims of society, and 
they release their pain — which happen to be 
the traumas of our generation — through their 
music. 
Guns N’ Roses’ view of life in America has 
captured our imagination. But what formulated 
these five personalities? Read on... 


IZZY STRADLIN 

“| don't even remember the first time | got 
drunk. | was drunk, period.” 

All Izzy remembers is that his name was Jeff 
Isabelle at the time, and he was a rowdy kid 
from Lafayette, Indiana, where ‘‘there’s nothing 
to do.” 

Izzy is the product of divorced parents who 
split before he was a teenager. During adoles- 
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Axi Rose: “The first time | got drunk, | was 16.” 


cence, he spent a lot of time alone with his 
thoughts and his guitar. He was also a student. 
Izzy graduated high school in 1979 and moved 
to L.A., where he lived on the streets. 

“Do you know that a human being can go for 
six days without eating and still get by? I've 
gone for about five,” Izzy recalls. “‘It's not so 
difficult. You just drink water. It’s not really the 
healthiest thing in the world to do, but some- 
times you have no alternative.” 


AXL ROSE 

“The first time | got drunk, | was 16. | know 
| was late,” relates Axl. “But before that | 
believed in God. Then he let me down.” 

Ax| grew up as Bill Bailey, in a strict Pentec- 
ostal family in Lafayette, Indiana. He sang in 
the church choir, won Bible reading contests 
and taught Sunday school, but he never felt 
truly in touch with God. 

“| watched my father sing in perfect Japa- 
nese — on key, with his eyes closed, driving 


down the freeway at 100 miles per hour and not 
hit a car. Nothing like that ever happened to 
me,” he remembers. ‘I always thought | was 
cursed.” 

At 16, Axl found out that his father, L. Ste- 
phen Bailey, was not his real dad. His blood 
father had left his wife and family prior to Axl’s 
first memories. His real father's name was 
Rose. He took the name Axl from a group he 
was in at the time. 

After he was enlightened about his birth, AxI 
went on a rampage, becoming the local juvenile 
delinquent. He was thrown into jail more than 
20 times before finding his way to Los Angeles, 
nearly a decade ago. He drifted, until he even- 
tually met Izzy. Along with Tracii Guns, they 
formed the L.A. Guns. The lineup didn’t work, so 
Izzy and Axl put an ad in The Recycler asking 
for a “heavy punk metal glam guitarist.’’ Slash 
answered. 


SLASH 
“| drink every day — a lot. | pass out every

night, but it doesn't ever get in the way. | get to 
rehearsal on time. The music is the most impor- 
tant thing; it's our lives. The other stuff is just 
on the side.” 

Slash — born of an ultra-liberal family. He's 
the mulatto son of a European mother (a clo- 
thing designer named Ola) and a father who 
designed album covers. Slash was born Saul 
Hudson in Stoke-On-Trent, England. His dad 
took him to live in Los Angeles as a child. His 
parents’ marriage has been on-and-off ever 
since he was a kid, and he had relatively little 
discipline. He was exposed to drugs at an early 
age. His parents lived in the fast lane, and he 
followed suit, choosing his own interests as he 
went along. 

“| was never much of a scholar,” Slash 
admits. “I've always been against the system 
when it came to school. When | started playing 
guitar, that was the beginning of the end.” 

In due time, Slash found himself in a semi- 
successful band called Hollywood Rose. He and 
the group's drummer, Steven Adler, became 
great friends. 


STEVEN ADLER 

“lm from Hollywood, born and raised in 
America,” Steven says proudly. 

Hollywood — shallow, selfish, glamourous. 
A long way from Steven's birthplace of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. He was born there on January 22, 
1965. 

“The first time | got wasted, | was eight 
years old. | was in my grandmother's bathroom 
and | smoked a joint,’ Steven recalls. 

Drums, partying, rock and roll, hockey and 
motorcycles have been the driving force in 
Steven's life ever since. 

“With me, drinking is an inherited trait,’ he 
says. “So when | drink, it just makes me normal 
— like the rest of these guys.” 

Sometime after dropping out of the 10th 
grade, Steven was lured to L.A. by the sun and 
the glimmer of a recording artist's income. Until 
he hooked up with Slash and the band Holly- 
wood Rose, he got by doing telephone sales and 
courtesy of G-I-R-L-S! “Not to be sexist or any- 
thing, but it’s fucking amazing how much abuse 
girls will take,”” he insists. 


DUFF McKAGAN 

“My old man gave me some whiskey when | 
was real little,” says Duff about his childhood in 
suburban Seattle. “It was Hawaiian whiskey, 
and it had this long Hawaiian name. He said, 
‘Take a swig and pronounce the name.’ After 
about four swigs | couldn't pronounce the name 
because | was too drunk.” 

Duff, born Michael McKagan on February 5, 
1964, is the youngest of eight kids from a good 
Catholic family. He spent his early years in his 
sister's room, listening to Aerosmith albums 
and talking about the band she played in. 

Music was Duff's life, school never inter- 
ested him. He played drums and guitar in 31 


different Seattle area groups. 

“| was in bands that were the top groups of 
their scenes in Seattle,” he says. ‘But where 
are they now? They're nowhere, nothing.” 

So Duff moved to Los Angeles and took up 
playing bass. ‘‘l traded all the gear | had for a 
bass and a small bass amp because | knew 
there are a million guitar players down here and 
| wasn't that good,” Duff confesses. “To get my 
foot in the door, | said, ‘Okay, I'll come play 
bass,’ because bass players are pretty rare.” 

Duff took up residence with his older brother, 
who lived in the San Francisco Valley, when he 
was 20. Each week, he would scour the local 
music papers looking for a break. Finally, he 
answered an ad that read something along the 
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and pickup design to

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lines of, “Looking for a bass player — Aero- 
smith, Alice Cooper.” 

Duff, Slash and Steven rendezvoused at Can- 
ters, L.A.’s infamous 24-hour deli in the Fairfax 
district, and subsequenty formed a band called 
Road Crew. It didn’t work. Then, Slash answered 
Izzy and Axl's ad, and Guns N’ Roses was born. 

By late 1985, they were causing a buzz. Then 
in March, 1986, Guns N' Roses signed to 
Geffen Records, receiving $37,000 as part of 
their advance money. In the two years since the 
release of their debut album, Appetite For Des- 
truction, they have sold more than 9 million 
albums worldwide. Now these street urchins are 
finding out what life in the fast lane is really 
like. O

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I'm a 24-year-old disabled Kiss fan (for 15 
years now). In 1985, my girlfriend and | 
attended a Kiss show. Queensryche was open- 
ing. Half the fans came to see them. We got to 
sit on the floor, about 10 feet from the stage 
(my first time getting this close). The PA system 
was blasting Scorpions and Motley Crue songs 
and the crowd sang to them. It was really great, 
but then Queensryche came onstage. EVERY- 
BODY (except me) stood up, spread out and 
rushed for the stage. | got knocked flat on my 
back. | couldn't move because people were 
standing on my legs. | couldn't hear anything 
because of the crowd noise. Worst of all, | 
couldn't breathe because of everybody running 


over me. People were swearing at me to get up, 
but there were no chances for me to do any- 
thing. | really thought | was dead right there. 
Luckily, a friend was behind me and he yelled at 
the people on my legs to get out of the way and 
hauled me up by my arms. As a result of all this, 
| missed Queensryche’s set. We had to run to 
the balcony to see the rest of the show. I'm just 
happy to be alive and well after that experience. 

From a band's point of view of violence — 
W.A.S.P. opened for Kiss in February, 1986, in 
San Francisco. At the end of Blind In Texas, a 
drunk decided to throw a thick glass beer bottle 
onstage. Randy Piper caught the bottle square 
in the eye! The bottle was still on the edge of 


the stage in one piece. When Blackie saw it, he 
stopped the show right there and told the crowd 
to let him know where the guy was who threw 
the bottle. The fans around the guy all pointed 
at him. Blackie screamed at the guy for five full 
minutes, challenging him to a fistfight onstage. 
It took all the other members of the band to 
keep Blackie from jumping on the drunk and 
beating him up. Meanwhile, the other band 
members had gotten about 20 security guys to 
go into the crowd. When they finally got the guy 
and dragged him out, kicking and screaming, 
everybody cheered. No wonder Randy left 
W.A.S.P. after that tour; obviously, he had 
enough of that useless, senseless violence. 


I've also heard stories like the Ratt concert 
where someone raped a female fan, ripped off 
her clothes and left her backstage. There was a 
Twisted Sister show that supposedly ended with 
a mad rush to the stage and a dead fan stuffed 
headfirst into the photographer's pit. | don't 
know if the stories were true, because | wasn't 
a witness. But the message implied by these 
tragic stories is very simple; if you don't like a 
band, just look at the tour programs, talk to your 
friends, etc. If you can't do that, just wait 
outside the hall until the “good” band is 
onstage. If you want to get drunk or stoned, stay 
home and listen to music or watch videos. Con- 
certs are too special to be ruined by some vio- 
lent drunk or stoner.

BAY AREA BASHERS CONTEMPLATE A VARIETY OF CAREER OPTIONS. 
BY STAN HICKS 


1990 stretches ahead of Metallica like a 
great, barren wilderness. There are no recording 
plans, no tour itineraries to follow and no videos 
to shoot. It's a quiet time for vocalist/guitarist 
James Hetfield, drummer Lars Ulrich, bassist 
Jason Newsted and guitarist Kirk Hammett, but 
that doesn’t mean they don't have their 
thoughts about music. In fact, it's hard to get 
these guys to stop thinking about their music. 
They may be lounging around new homes that 
have been purchased with the estimated $12 
million the band earned during the last 18 
months from ticket sales, merchandising 
revenues and sales of their LP, ...And Justice 
For All, but the attitude and anger that have 
helped shape the Metallica sound are still alive 
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within the four musicians who bring the band’s 
artistic vision alive. 

“Everyone wants to know how we've 
changed, and that always makes me laugh,” 
Hammett said. ‘‘It's like they think we're sud- 
denly going to Hollywood parties and dressing 
in business suits as soon as we get offstage. 
We haven't changed, and | don’t think we will. 
We still love music, we still care about the 
same social issues as before and we still think 
relating to the kids out there is the most impor- 
tant thing there is. Yeah, it’s nice to have a little 
time off, because we spent over a year on the 
road, but | guarantee you that the next time we 
make an album, it'll be very much a Metallica 
album. We're not about to change anything — 


except maybe make it sound better.” 

“We need the rest right now,” Ulrich added. 
“We played over 250 shows last year, hitting 
all 50 states in America and almost everywhere 
overseas. There were times during the tour 
when we didn’t feel our best; that’s only natu- 
ral. But when you get out there in front of 
20,000 kids who've come to see you, that really 
lifts your spirits. Some people like talking about 
the money we've made and the success we've 
had. We hate talking about that — and we 
won't talk about money. We will talk about the 
reaction we feel when we get onstage and the 
kids go wild. That's what keeps Metallica going. 
That tells us that what we're doing is pretty 
cool.” 


But how does a band that lives to rock and 
rocks to live handle it when they're virtually free 
to do whatever they want for a period of six 
months or more? It's no secret that many musi- 
cians have a great deal of trouble handling the 
“downtime” between recording and touring, 
often indulging in excesses that eventually lead 
them down the road to ruin. Fear not, Metalli- 
holics, your heroes seem to be handling their 
vacation time quite nicely. Sure, there’s been a 
bit too much drinking going on in Hetfield’s 
house, but what's new? The guys are reenergiz- 
ing quite well and will be ready to attack their 
next project with gusto when they begin it later 
this year. 

“It will be a long time between records,” 
Ulrich said. ‘‘We're in no particular hurry at this 
point. We'll get back to the studio when we feel 
we want to — when we've got something to 
say. In the meantime, we might throw a few 
surprises out there, to make sure people dont 
forget us. We're not sure what we'll do at the 
moment, but there has been some talk between 
us, Our Management and the record label about 
some things. The fans will just have to wait and 

Of course, such words only fuel the fire of 
speculation. Will Metallica release a live 
album? Will the band record another EP, similar 
to their historic Garage Days Rerevisited? Will 
there be the long-awaited long-form video, cap- 
turing some of the on and offstage frenzy of the 
Justice tour? Sources at the group's record 
label were totally in the dark about the possibil- 
ity of new product from the band, though they'd 
obviously welcome any new Metallica record- 
ings with open arms. And the folks at the band’s 
management wouldn't even venture to guess 
what might be up the group's always- 
unpredictable sleeves. When confronted about 
the possibility of a live concert video, Ulrich was 
at least a bit enlightening. 


“We know we'll never do a tour as big as the 
last one again,” he said. “That tour took up 
more than 18 months of our lives, and we did 
film some of the shows for our own purposes. 
We wanted it to be documented in some way, 
even if it was just for our own interest, but 
when we saw the footage, I've got to admit that 
the idea of letting the fans see some of it too 
did cross my mind. But we didn’t want to film 
the shows and what went on behind the scenes 
with a home video in mind, because we knew 
that some people would have started changing 
things around in an attempt to make it look 
better on film. That's why we told the crew to 
shoot everything just as it was. If there wasn't 
enough light on stage to shoot a certain song 
the way they wanted, just shoot it anyway.” 

Whether or not that video ever appears in our 
local stores, there’s no denying that at this 
point in rock history, anything Metallica choose 
to do will prove to be a massive success. Like 
no other band before them, Metallica have 


become living, breathing symbols — true 
cultural icons — of the way heavy metal is 
supposed to be. As MTV continues to foster the 
image of metal musicians as mousse-abuse 
poseurs, Metallica proves that metal’s blue- 
collar ethic is still in place. 

“| don't think | could ever get onstage in 
anything but a T-shirt,’ Hammett said. ‘Of 
course, if it was cold maybe I'd put a leather 
jacket on. But the idea of getting all dressed up 
to get up there and sweat is really kind of silly 
to me. There’s nothing wrong with looking good 
onstage, but this is rock and roll — the music's 
the important thing, not the way you look.”

It's nice 
to think about in some regards, but | don't want 
that responsibility. | don't even like a lot of the 
metal that’s out there, so | certainly don't want 
this band to take responsibility for it. | think I'll 
just worry about influencing Metallica. That's 
just fine for me.” O

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GENE SIMMONS PROVIDES INSIGHT ON 


LEGENDARY ROCKERS’ LATEST SUCCESSES. 
BY RYAN HARDING 


ene Simmons has never been your conventional rock 

and roll animal. Sure, he boasts of over 10,000 female 

conquests, and his lecherous lifestyle has made him a 

legend both on and offstage. But unlike many of his rock 

compatriots, Kiss’ bass beater has never fallen into the 
trap of drugs or drink, and his business skills have earned him the 
reputation of one of the sharpest minds in rock (even if that might not be 
the greatest of compliments). His far-reaching talents have also led him 
into the movies and television, and his love of music has allowed him to 
produce a string of young heavy metal bands, as well as launch his own 
major label subsidiary, Simmons Records. There's no doubt that Simmons 
is a multi-faceted soul, but his first and greatest love remains Kiss, the 
band he helped form almost 20 years ago. Recently, we caught up with 
the ‘‘Tongued One” to discuss what's going on in his life. 


Hit Parader: Some people have commented that Hot In The Shade has 
a different feel to it than recent Kiss albums. Was that done intentionally? 
Gene Simmons: Sure. Nothing happens by accident. After releasing a 
greatest hits album like Smashes, Thrashes And Hits, we felt we had 
closed a chapter in our music and wanted to start a new and better one. 
I'm not saying we weren't happy with the music we made on our last 
album, Crazy Nights, because for the most part we were. It was just that 
it was time to turn the corner and present something that was new, yet in 
certain ways was also a return to our roots. | know that a lot of longtime 
Kiss fans feel that Hot In The Shade is reminiscent of some of the things 
we did in the mid-’70s, and we take that as a compliment. This album 
also happens to kick off our new recording contract — which lasts for 
seven records. So it was a new beginning, both figuratively and literally, 
and we wanted to make the most of it. 


HP: Some people have criticized the album for not being heavy enough. 
How do you react to that? 

GS: Kiss has always been a rock and roll band. The concept of us being 
“metal” is a little limiting to me. We certainly have metal overtones, but 
we have always tried to set trends, not follow them. The key to this album 
is its diversity. There is some metal-oriented material on there, and there 
is some softer material as well. It's a great mix of classic Kiss music. We 
put 15 songs on this record — which is the most we've ever put on a 
single album — because we wanted to show everyone that we are still 
working hard and that we had a ton of new material to work with. It 
wasn't out intention to have that many songs when we started recording, 
but once we started rolling, we just figured we'd go for it! 
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HP: You say that Kiss doesn’t follow trends, but it is hard to forget when 
the band incorporated some dreaded disco elements into their music 
about ten years ago. In that regard, how have the influx of young hard 
rock bands affected Kiss’ outlook? 

GS: | notice most of them mentioning us as a major influence, so are we 
about to let them influence us? | listen to just about every new band that 
comes along, just to stay in touch and know what we're competing 
against. The fact that | have my own record label also makes me want to 
keep up with what's going on. You can’t live in a vacuum and just play the 
music you want; you have to be aware of what the market is like at any 
given time. Yet the success of a Guns N’ Roses or a Def Leppard has had 
little impact on us. We can't be them, and they certainly can’t be Kiss. It's 
as simple as that. 


HP: After nearly 20 years in rock and roll, what motivates you? 

GS: Basically, | know that | still have a great deal to prove to myself. 
We're a very competitive band. If we sold two million records last time, 
we want to sell three million this time. | can’t say that | want to live a 
better life, or become more wealthy or better known. Those things | have 
achieved, and that's not where my motivation lies at the moment. We're 
very fortunate to have been around as long as we have, but weve 
overcome some adversity, and | must admit that | believe we've earned 
everything we've ever received. Nothing has been handed us; it's been a 
fight since day one. Kiss is my life, and when I'm old and gray | want to 
look back at the body of work the band has done and be proud of it.

HP: There has been talk that your acting career and your record label 
have taken away some of your interest in Kiss. ls that true? 

GS: Let's take a moment to set the record straight as far as that's 
concerned. | think you people at this magazine were among the first to 
indicate that my other interests might be distracting me — thanks a lot. 
There's nothing further from the truth. Kiss is my life; it's the air that | 
breathe. Without it, my life wouldn't have any sort of direction. The acting 
and the record label are nice, but they'll never replace Kiss. | can't see the 
day that I'll ever leave Kiss, and all | can tell the fans is that they 
shouldn't believe everything they read, because sometimes it's just not 
true. 


HP: How has the record label been going? You've signed House Of Lords 
and Silent Rage. Are you satisfied with the response their records 
received? 

GS: Obviously, they could have done better. But | believe in my taste in 
young bands, and | know that getting a label going is a long-term project. 
I'm committed to it, and I'm very confident that 1990 will be a very good 
year for Simmons Records. 


HP: When you look into your crystal ball, where do you see Kiss in the year 
2000? 

GS: Probably sitting here, talking to you about our new album. The fact is 
that you can’t look that far in advance. We do plan on being around as 
long as we feel we have something interesting to say musically. But if you 
start laying out a ten-year game plan, everything loses its spontaneity and 
its energy. Kiss is about taking chances and having fun. We love getting 
up each day and not knowing exactly what we're going to do. That's rock 
and roll to me. To survive as long as we have, we've obviously acted a 
little wiser than a lot of other bands, but we don't want to start playing it 
safe. We like being out there just a little, taking just enough chances to 
keep us one big step ahead of the competition. 0 
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0 paraphrase Steven Tyler, a man of infinite rock and roll 
wisdom, Sebastian Bach is living so fast that he’s headed for 
a brick wall. He's definitely going to hit it; the only question 
is how hard. 

To get a quote from Sebastian Bach on the subject of his 


legendary excesses, we had to catch him on a frigid February mid- 
afternoon. He'd just woken up after another rollicking show on the Aero- 
smith tour. As we spoke, Baz was in bed, his long, lithe body propped up 
against four pillows, checking out what was on the tube. To prep for this 
interview, he'd pumped himself with four cups of coffee, but that didn’t do 
much good for last night's hangover. So Baz decided to indulge in the hair 
of the dog that bit him and opened a beer. 

“It's been too wild,” he whispered sensually. ‘I'm fucking just 
annihilated again. Am | having a good time on tour? YEAH!" 

On the subject of Skid Row’s fanatical vocalist and his tumultuous 
indulgences, Dave ‘‘Snake’’ Sabo, the man who got Skid Row their break, 
recalled a time long ago when he, Baz, Rob Affuso, Rachel Bolan and 
Scotti Hill “played a gig in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, right on the beach. 


‘The women down there have no inhibitions about showing off their 


breasts,’ Dave confessed. ‘The front row was all women picking up their 
tops and putting their boobs on the stage. Sebastian certainly encouraged 
it; he kept running into the audience coaxing women to take their tops 
off.” 

Baz chuckles at any references to his extreme bahavior. ‘I've been to 
jail four or five times on tour, and I'm getting sick of it,’ he commented 
casually, pressing down the TV clicker and watching the channels change 
instantaneously. 

Most of Baz’ arrests have been obscenity charges — like his infamous 
“Fuck Chant” which, in addition to getting them busted, almost got Skid 
Row thrown off the Bon Jovi tour. 

“All the 12-year-old Bon Jovi fans’ parents called the record company 
complaining,’ grimaced Baz. ‘It was wrecking my life. The people at 
Atlantic sat me down, talked to me about demographics and shit, and I'm 
like ‘Fuck! The only way | want to reach that demographic is with a bullet, 
man!’ | don’t want to appeal to parents; that’s not what we're into.” 

Despite having his wrist slapped, Baz persisted in getting everyone in 
the audience to say “FUCK” 100 times and got the Skids kicked off the 
Bon Jovi tour... until, he recalls, “the powers-that-be took one look at the 
Billboard charts and put us right back on. How's that for a story?!" 

Being the success story of the year has helped the Skids through 
everything. Which is lucky, because Baz is a handful of trouble. Rumour 
has it that backstage he goes through groupies by the score — that is, on 
the nights he doesn’t head over to the local strip joint or just drink himself 
into a stupor. And when he’s drunk, Baz is open to almost anything. He is 
the perfect example of a ‘60s child — given the opportunity to rebel, he 
will. 

Baz’ chaotic nature goes back to the days when he was a bright-eyed 
toddler, rapping on pots and pans. 

“| grew up in this little town outside Toronto called Peterborough, 
Ontario — a tiny town. It was a very straight place,” Baz remembered. “'l 
always wanted to be a musician, | was sure when | was 14. We played a 
high school dance and suddenly all these people that used to beat me up

wanted to talk to me. | had attention for the first time in my life. All the 
girls that thought | was a lanky, tall, pimple-faced geek suddenly wanted 
my phone number. So | realized, this is a pretty good deal.” 


Baz paused to nurse his beer. ‘There was no music scene in Peterbo- 
rough, so | moved to Toronto. As soon as | got there, | put makeup on. 
Even though | was 14, | could go into the clubs and nobody really cared; 
they never checked. | hung out in clubs. | met lots of girls, and | met the 
lead singer of the Fhrobs, a guy named Sweetheart. We lived together, 
along with this girl. Then | got into a band called Kid Wikkid. We played 
around.” 

Baz took a moment te rattle his brain and wave the hair out of his eyes 
before jabbering on. “Kid Wikkid was the biggest drawing band in 
Toronto, for sure. We used to play in front of 1,500 people when | was 15 
years old. You could go down to Young Street — the rock street in 
Toronto — and buy a button of myself, Vince Neil or David Lee Roth — 
my heroes.” 

Anyone who's seen a picture of Kid Wikkid or photos of Baz’ next 
band, Madame X, might be amazed at his glam-stud image. 

“Girls dug it,’ Baz laughed. “I put makeup on and | looked like a chick 
— or like Nikki Sixx. It made the girls squeal. That's what Kid Wikkid was 
into. We were heavily influenced by Motley Crue. We were transvestites, 
definitely. | was going through some weird times back then.” 

With the success of Skid Row’s multi-platinum self-titled debut LP and 
their heavy touring schedule, Baz’ fast times have multiplied. These days 
he is a radical personality caught in a fast crowd. Drink, sex and adoration 
are rampant, and Baz takes advantage of them all — liberally. He'd heard 
the tales of former fast-timers like Motley Crue and Aerosmith. But he 
laughs, downs a beer and spends his spare time hanging out with other 
infamous rock figures like Mike Monroe. 


“Mike Monroe is a big hero of mine,” Baz said a tad defensively. “We 
went out a couple of nights when we had a week off. It was cool. We 
went back to his pad and he showed me his scrapbooks — his dad and 
shit like that. | was amazed. Wow, Mike Monroe's dad. Too much! What 
an excellent guy he is. Mike's been through so much, and he’s so cool. 
I'm totally into spending time with him.” 

There was a knock at the door, so Baz excused himself for a conversa- 
tion with room service. He came back, mumbling “Oh shit!” as he con- 
tinued. “You definitely blow money on the road. If you need a drink, they 
have those bars in the room. I’m always drunk by the time | need one, so | 
walk over and destroy the fucking fridge and drink all the beer. | never 
stop to think that each beer is worth six bucks. In Vancouver, | ran up a 
$700 tab of booze. | spend money on that and lawyer's fees. It sucks.” 

Being a radical dude can have its drawbacks. One bust cost Baz $6,000 
in legal fees. 

“Reality for a normal person is going to work, and after work watching 
TV and getting something to eat,’ Baz explained. “People like that use 
rock and roll as an escape. In rock and roll, every single day there's 
millions of people wanting your attention. You're on TV and in magazines 
— you need something to escape from that. Chaos for a normal person 
becomes our everyday reality. It gets so fucking out-of-hand on the road, 
that sometimes you need an escape. Partying is mine.” O

No, 

metal’s Platinum Princes aren't 

afraid their next LP will stiff 

and sell ‘only’ five million 

copies, and they're not con- 
cerned that MTV will suddenly decide to stop 
playing their videos. What is making vocalist 
Joe Elliott, guitarists Steve Clark and Phil 
Collen, bassist Rick Savage and drummer Rick 
Allen anxious, at least a little, is that they're 
feeling almost too good about themselves at 
the moment. This is one confident bunch of 
rockers who are preparing to unleash their next 
dose of commercial dynamite upon us, and 
Elliott admits that a bit of overconfidence is the | 
only thing that stands a snowball’s chance in 
hell of derailing Def Leppard’s rock and roll 
express. 

“When we went back into the studio in Hol- 
land a few months ago, we really felt we 
couldn't do much wrong,” Elliott said. “We felt 
we really had everything so under control that it 
was almost scary. | was a little worried that we 
were all too confident about what we could 
accomplish. | think we've often produced our 
best music when we were questioning ourselves 
and pushing ourselves to the limit. But looking 
back, | think being confident and secure gave 
the music a style we were looking for. The new 
music is still certainly Def Leppard, but it’s just 
a little bit different.” 

By now, you're well aware of some of the 
reasons the band’s new LP is different from 


platinum-coated predecessors like Pyromania 
and Hysteria. It's been well documented that 
the group took greater control, producing the 
album themselves, and that instead of taking a 
year in the studio (as was the case with their 
previous two LPs), they knocked out their latest 
creation in a mere four months. But what you 
perhaps don't know is the mental state the band 
took into the studio — a state of mind that 
simultaneously told them to live out all their 
creative fantasies while remaining just a little 
bit conservative. That strange mixture of 
instincts prompted Def Leppard to create what 
might be their most challenging and entertain- 
ing collection of tunes yet. 


“We all did our own little things for this 
album,’ Elliott said, “so each person's writing 
reflected a different attitude and style — which 
is very good for the band. But when we all got 
together, we really had to hash out the differen- 
ces and see what would actually work. Phil and 
Steve came in with some great guitar riffs that 
needed vocals, and | had some interesting lyrics 
that needed to be fleshed out by the band. We'd 
scream and yell at each other a bit until we 
decided which one of the ideas to pursue first. 
Usually, we want to go in ten different direc- 
tions at once. But the atmosphere in the studio 
was a bit different this time, because we 
wanted to put all that we've learned to good 
use. It took a little while to sort things out, but 
we did it.” 

The results of the band’s labors include such 
new tunes as Jonight, Have You Ever Needed 
Something So Bad and a reworking of 7ear /t 
Down, which first appeared as the flip side to 
the band’s Anima/ single. All-in-all, the still- 
untitled LP marks yet another step forward for a 
band that carried metal to new creative and 
commercial heights in the last decade. While 
some skeptics may criticize Def Leppard for 
helping to create the genre of ‘pop metal’, 
there's no denying that the band have forged a 


style that may well be the most successful in: 


the annals of modern music. Still, acceptance of 
the new disc will mean something special to 
these natives of Sheffield, England, because 
their creative input went far beyond merely writ- 
ing and recording this time. 

‘‘Peopie have made a big deal of the fact 
that Mutt Lange [who produced both Hysteria 
and Pyromania] didn't work with us on this 
one,’ said Elliott. ‘But the fact is that we have 
stayed in touch with Mutt. He's still very much a 
part of the family. Why would we want to totally 
sever a relationship that’s proven so success- 
ful? He co-wrote a couple of songs on the new 
album, and we did speak to him by phone from 
time to time. We don’t see anything wrong with 
that. He's still the master at structuring a rock 
song, and the lessons he taught us appear 
throughout the new album. But we wanted to 
have a go at trying some new things that 
weren't quite as regimented, and we really 


enjoyed doing that. | don’t know if we feel any 
prouder of this record than the last ones, just 
because we did it more on our own. But if it 
fails, I'm sure people will enjoy telling us we 
really made a mess of it.” 


It seems unlikely that anything Def Leppard 
could do at this stage in their career would 
hinder their path towards another multi- 
platinum smash. After all, this band has tasted 
the sweetest of victories and the harshest of 
disappointments during their career. They've 
grown from being teenagers who enjoyed their 
first American road experience opening up for 
no less than AC/DC to ranking alongside Led 
Zeppelin and Deep Purple as the most impor- 
tant British rock bands ever. It's been a heady 
trip for the Leps, but because of the slow, 
methodical way they've approached everything 
in their career, they're far from living on the 
edge of burnout. 


“Our attitude towards getting things to go 
the way we want them certainly hasn't 
changed,” Elliott said. “We've always con- 
structed an album by doing one song at a time 
and working on it until we felt satisfied. We 
never think of whole albums or how one song 
fits in with another. They each have to stand on 
their own merit. We don't care if we have to 
take a few extra days — or even months — to 
get it right. One of the great luxuries of being in 
a successful band is that we can afford to take 
as much time as we need to make an album 


Steve Clark: Still the foundation for Leppard’s stage and studio sound. 
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sound the way we want it to. if we work on a 
song for a while and then decide we don't like 
it, we'll just scrap it and start again. Thankfully, 
we haven't had to do that as much now as 
during the recording of Hysteria, but | hope we 
never have to go through an experience like we 
had on that album again.” 

With their new record ready to go, the band’s 
thoughts have now turned from the studio to the 
road. Though it must seem like their year-long 
Hysteria tour just ended, the boys are anxious 
to once again pack their bags, kiss their loved 
ones goodbye and head out to see the world, 
entertaining millions of fans along the way. Cur- 
rently, plans call for the group to kick off a 


series of European shows in late summer with a 


U.S. tour to follow. Of course, when you're 
talking about Def Leppard, the best laid plans 
often to awry, but Elliott is sure that it won't be 
too much longer before the boys once again hit 
the tour trail. 

“We tend to go out almost immediately after 
an album is released,” he said. “What's the 
point of sitting around with nothing to do once 
the album is out? We want to spend a little 
more time in Europe on this tour before we 
come to America, so that if we have the chance 
to extend our American tour, as we did last 
time, we won't feel guilty about neglecting the 
folks back home. We're looking forward to get- 
ting out there, seeing all our old friends and 
making some new ones. To us, that’s still what 
rock and roll is all about.” O 
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he lights go up, the music 

starts and 20,000 crazed metal 

fans rise to their feet. It’s an 

experience more and more 

people have shared in the last 

few months as.some of hard 
rock’s biggest bands have hit the road. 
Groups like Whitesnake, Kiss, Motley Crue, 
The Cult, Warrant, Bonham, Aerosmith and 
Skid Row have been tearing up arenas from 
coast to coast, treating fans to sight-and- 
sound explosions the likes of which have 
never been heard before. It’s a banner time 
for heavy metal... or is it? No question, more 
bands are on the road than at any time in the 
last two years, but with ticket prices soaring 
and the economy in the first stages of a 
recession, more empty seats are greeting the 
bands than they might have expected. It’s the 
dilemma of 1990 — whether to tour and risk 
drawing less fans than before or cut back on 
one’s road schedule and hope that album 
sales don’t suffer as a consequence. 


“Hey, I've seen it both ways,” Aerosmith’s 
Steven Tyler said. “We've been out there with 
a hot album and not done incredible business. 
On the other hand, when we toured in 1984, 
before we had even done a new album, we 
were packin’ ’em in. You can never really 
figure what’s gonna happen. A lot has to do 
with who else is on the road. But a lot of 
things you can control — like how much 
money the kids have in their pockets. All you 
can do is give ’em the greatest show you can 
and hope for the best.” 

“Touring has become a science,” Kiss’ Paul 
Stanley added. “We can remember when you 
just loaded up the trucks and hit the road. 
You can’t do that anymore. You've got to 
worry about everything from the staging to 
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the merchandising to who the opening act is 
and whether they'll be able to draw fans for 
you. Kiss was one of the first bands to really 
take all those things into consideration, and 
we're still doing it.” 

One of the principle ways metal bands have 
been able to conquer their fear of bombing on 
the road in 1990 is by putting together 
double-header tour packages designed to rock 
a fan’s socks off. Tag-team combinations have 
included Aerosmith and Skid Row, Motley 
Crue and Warrant, The Cult and Bonham, and 
Whitesnake and Kix. Apparently, it’s not 
enough to be a headline attraction with a 
couple of platinum albums under your belt: 
you need to give the fans more if you hope to 


have ‘em shell out the $20 or more bands are 
asking per ticket. 

“We feel really lucky that we've been in 
demand as an opening act,” Warrant’s Jani 
Lane said. “When our album first came out 
last year, we had some trouble getting on the 
road, so we know what the other side is like. 
Now that we've had the chance to play 
arenas with bands like Motley Crue, we know 
that’s the only way to go. We may still be a 
couple of years away from headlining arenas 
on our own, but the experiences we've had 
this time have been incredible. We had a 
great time and we learned a hell of a lot in 
the process. What can be better than that?” 

What could be better is knowing that great 
tour pairings would guarantee sell-out shows. 
But that hasn’t been the case so far this year. 
The Aerosmith/Skid Row double bill, for 
example — which many predicted would be 
the hot ticket of the year — struggled 
through a winter where many venues were 
almost half empty. Was that a reflection of 
the fans’ interest or merely the result of the 
dollars simply not being out there to support 
arena packages? 

“You've got to realize that there’s more to it 
than just a kid buying a ticket for himself 
and a friend or a date,” said one leading East 
Coast promoter. “You've got to think about 
the cost of gas to get to the show, parking for 
the car, food along the way and buying a 
couple of T-shirts at the show. With ticket 
prices being what they are, and bands 
demanding $18 for a T-shirt, a kid is looking 
at a $100 night before he turns around. 
That's big bucks for most rock and roll fans, 
especially if theyre in school and not 
working. That’s why fans are really thinking 
before they go to a show. Maybe they'd rather

in the drug and alcohol treatment program they 
both attend.) Sixx’s truthfulness in revealing the 
gory details of his overdose to the metal press 
made for a scarier and more effective anti-drug 
message than a whole reel of “Just Say No” 
commercials. 

After skeptics everywhere had speculated 
that the Crue had gone the way of Ratt and 
Dokken, the band released Dr. Feelgood, and 
everything they'd ever said they wanted came 
true. Vince Neil's dream during their last LP, 
Girls, Girls, Girls, had been a #1 album, and 
that’s the spot Dr. Feelgood hit, just a few 
weeks after its release. 


The members of Motley Crue have always 
insisted that the genuine love of their fans is 
the only thing they ever wanted. “Nobody else 
cares about us,’ Vince said. “Critics slash us all 
the time. But we really don't care.’ But they did 
care. “'l fuckin’ despise critics,” snarled Sixx. 
“They're all bald-headed, fat, opinionated 
assholes and | hate them. They don’t know shit 
about rock and roll!’’ When asked if lack of 
critical acceptance bothered him, Tommy Lee 
answered with a stony, “Yeah.” Well, surprise 
— numerous mainstream critics actually like 
Dr. Feelgood. A Village Voice writer listed 
Kickstart My Heart on her pick hits, and Spin’s 
cover story — unlike Rolling Stone's a few 
years ago — was quite complimentary. 

Mick Mars? Well, you never know about him. 
The most shy and retiring member (“Though I'm 
just as sick as the others,” he once insisted. ‘I 
just like to do my sickness in private.”’), Mick 
must be happy about his engagement to Emi 
Canyn, one of the Crue's intrepid backup sin- 
gers, the Nasty Habits. (The other Habit, Donna 
McDaniel, proved herself a valuable member of 
the Motley Family by co-writing Dr. Feelgood’s 
anthemic ballad, 7ime For Change.) 

And Nikki, who'd always envied Tommy Lee’s 
skinny frame, dropped 30 pounds and got to go 
onstage mean, lean and shirtless, like he'd 
always wanted. And what a stage it was. Not 
the props (Tommy's drumset-on-the-ceiling con- 
traption notwithstanding). Dr. Feelgood was the 
Crue's most utilitarian stage set. Plain black 
risers with a good dose of pyrotecnics, basi- 
cally. But this time around, they didn't really 
need the fireworks; their performance was 
enough. From the first second when laser lights 
cut through the air and Kickstart My Heart 
blasted out through the amps, there was an 
energy that hadn't been around since the 
memorable Shout At The Devil tour. 


Back then, Motley Crue were really, really 
bad, much to the joy of their record company. 
“When the band wasn’t paid for a show in 
Edmonton, Canada, they trashed their room — 
which included tossing the television out their 
eigth-floor window,” their bio announced glee- 
fully. “At the border, Customs officials opened 
the trunk containing Vince Neil's stage clothes. 
The lawmen’s eyes bugged out when they saw a 


herdful of black-studded leather, a metal shop's 
worth of chains and spikes, and a handful of 
hardcore porno magazines. The guardians of the 
Great White North confiscated everything under 
the heading ‘deadly weapons.’ Then there was 
the teenage girl who decided to hang out with 
the band for a few days in San Francisco. After 
playing tag-team rude and lewd with the guys, 
she insisted they each autograph her butt. She 
later showed up in Los Angeles, introduced her- 
self to a record company executive and pulled 
her pants down. The band’s signatures were 
still there!” 

And that was the c/eaned up version of the 
early Motley Crue — raw-sounding, gleeful 
troublemakers who threatened to either blow up 
or burn out at any second. Their over-the-top 
drug use was soft-pedaled for years, as were 
misdeeds by their (now former) manager, Doc 
McGhee. Like getting convicted for importing 
tons of marijuana, which led to massive com- 
munity service, including the Make A Differ- 
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Nikki Sixx: A lean, mean, clean rock and roll machine. 


ence Foundation album (featuring covers of 
material by bands whose members had died of 
drugs) and the Moscow Music and Peace Festi- 
val, where it’s been well-documented, Motley 
Crue had an enormous fight with their longtime 
manager and each went their separate ways. 


Have the band members calmed down, now 
that they're older, wiser and sober? No fucking 
way! Rock stars who give up drugs always say 
they're still as wild as ever, but in this case it 
seems to be true. “We don't need the dope to 
make us crazy. We need it to sedate us. It’s like 
we ve just been let out of a loony bin and it's a 
fuckin’ free-for-all,” says Nikki. 

They're heavily into machine guns now. Mick 
Mars is building a hotrod. Vince and Tommy go 
to race-car driver school. As their Kickstart My 
Heart video so aptly demonstrates, they've 
learned you can be just as insane sober as 
wasted. “I've always had this fire,” explained 
Nikki recently. “I could never get rid of it.” O 
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It doesn't take a metal master to realize there are a lot of talented young bands 
| currently inhabiting the metal realm. All one need do is thumb through the pages of 
this rag, turn on MTV or scan a local concert listing to realize that metal is thriving like 
never before. With that in mind, we figured now was the perfect time to check out some 
of these new metal studs.

HP: What /s Poison about in 1990?

| better and we're a little more in control of our 


image. But our hearts and heads are still in the 
same place, so to speak. The new music is a 
little different in that we've drawn on new expe- 
riences and we're touching on a few more com- 


plex emotions, but that’s just part of growing 
| up. We're not kids anymore. We've released 
| two albums that have sold millions of copies, 
and we've toured all over the world. If you can 


do that and still write the same songs you did 
when you were living with your parents in Pen- 


| nsylvania, then there’s something wrong with

HP: As you've become more successful, has it 
become more difficult to stay in touch with the 


| feelings expressed by your teenage fans? 


BM: | think those fans know what Poison is 
about, and the fact that they've bought our 
albums tells me that they know we can relate to 


them. Our songs are about experiences and 


emotions that we can all relate to. We're not 
gonna write songs about sipping champagne 
while flying off to Europe. We're gonna write 
songs like Every Rose Has Its Thorn, which 
really is a slice of life. When people listen to 
that song, they know it comes from the heart 
and they can relate to it on a personal level. 
Either they've experienced what happens in the 
song, or they know someone who has. We like 
to write about universal themes. We don't lie to 


the fans. If they want to know about us, they

| can just listen to our songs. 


HP: Poison have greatly benefitted from the 
video medium. A few months ago, you released

people away. With three albums out, we finally 
feel comfortable touring.

HP: There's been a lot of talk about your pro- 
ducing an album for your girlfriend, Suzi.

But we all tend to work on our music 
separately, then when we get together it's like 
magic.

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NEW ROCK QUARTET RISES FROM DISASTER TO RELEASE DEBUT DISC. 


ife in the Vinnie Vincent Invasion seemed blissful. After 
all, Vinnie had an eight-album, $8 million recording con- 
tract from Chrysalis Records. He had the option of choos- 
ing musicians and making the music he wanted to make. 
It was the ideal breeding ground for great rock music. 

A gifted act, the Invasion always played arenas, opening for the likes of 
lron Maiden and Alice Cooper. With their first two albums, they sold 
nearly a million records. It should have been paradise, but something 
went radically wrong somewhere, causing Mr. Vincent to suffer symptoms 
terribly close to a nervous breakdown. 

Envision the Phoenix. From the emotional ashes of the Invasion’s 
demise rise Dana Strum and Mark Slaughter. They have spent the past 
year erecting Slaughter, a quartet which includes guitarist Tim Kelly and 
drummer Blas Elias. 

Applause please. The music on Slaughter's debut album, Stick It To 
Ya, is bold, exciting rock in the radio-oriented vein, a far cry from the 
screechy riff rock of the Vinnie Vincent Invasion. Slaughter's tale of their 
past experiences and the creation of their new project is quite fascinating. 
So, without further ado, here are Mark and Dana to enlighten you on the 
Slaughter situation: 


Hit Parader: Let's open with the obvious question — what happened to 
the Vinnie Vincent Invasion? 

Dana Strum: We'll start with the professional response, the one we're 
required to say, then we'll give you the optional version. On a professional 
note, we want to thank all the fans who, between the two records, bought 
nearly a million albums. We would like to thank everybody for their 
patience in this last year. But we had an experience with a previous 
guitarist that we never wish to repeat again in our lives. 

Mark Slaughter: But we'd like to thank him for the opportunity of allowing 
us to do that gig. 


HP: What was so uncomfortable about the last situation? 

DS: Here comes the unprofessional, unwarranted version. In all serious- 
ness, we're doing our damndest to barely mention what happened. The 
more we rap about it the more press we're giving someone who, in our 
minds, doesn't warrant it. 

MS: We don’t want to mudsling, but we got tired of 20-minute guitar 
solos. 

DS: Absolutely. There were definite artistic differences. A lot of people 
thought our second album was heading more in the right direction musi- 
cally, but our former guitar player said he hated it and liked the one with 
more soloing on it. That's what it was like too — constant soloing. Before 
we even got onto the road for the second time, we knew the whole thing 
was doomed. 


HP: You're saying there was no democratic approach to the music, that 
the Invasion was like “Vinnie and Company.” 

DS: We were told from the beginning that it was going to be a band. But 
it wasn't that way; it was really, ‘‘me, for me, for me, for me, for my...” It 
was misrepresented to us, and in the end it got fucked. 
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MS: It was never a healthy situation. Right before we'd get onstage he'd 
say, “You know, you really sounded like shit last night. You'd better do 
better tonight.” Does that really help anything? 

DS: The best way to sum it up is that it was a derogatory, mentally 
abusive, idiotic relationship which had to be kept going to stroke some- 
one’s ego. That's not what music is about. The whole situation was just a 
kindergarten nightmare. 

A lot of people thought our last band was a pristine, let's-use-some- 
hairspray-and-be-out-there situation. Let me tell you how it really was — 
we were told what to do. It evolved into, ‘‘l write, | solo, | do this — me, 
Me, ME! ...And you guys get stiffed, FUCK YOU! FUCK YOU! FUCK YOU.!”" 

We, including the drummer — to whom we wish all the best — were 
stiffed for thousands of dollars. We were not going to play if we didn't 
collect our money. Then Mark and | were told, “You guys are overreacting. 
You'll get paid, blah, blah, blah.” The very minute we finished playing, we 
were told we were going to get stiffed. It's an experience that nobody 
wants to repeat. 


HP: Wasn't the Invasion offered a huge contract by their record company? 
DS: It was the largest deal Chrysalis ever made with a new act, but that 
contract was terminated August 24, 1988, and Slaughter was signed 
instead. | believe this is the first time in rock history where one guy was 
dropped and another guy from the same group picked up and kept moving 
forward. 


HP: How is Slaughter different from the Vinnie Vincent Invasion? 

DS: This situation is like a dream come true because on Stick It To Ya, 
we were able to go in and be creative, meaning that we were writing and 
sharing our ideas. Just being able to express our own ideas was great. 
MS: On Stick It To Ya, we were able to work around the clock in the 
studio, as opposed to showing up at two o'clock in the afternoon and 
going home at seven. We could just have a free-for-all and let the music 
win. ; 


HP: How would you describe the music? 
MS: Our music is about enjoying life, reflecting the times, enjoying 
ourselves — that’s what Slaughter is all about. 


HP: How about some insight into your new band members? 

MS: It's a great band. We've got a guitarist from Philadelphia named Tim 
Kelly. He’s just a crazy loudmouth overkill guy — a real dude. He plays 
guitar and just has a good time. And the drummer, Blas Elias, is a total 
fucking playboy cool guy. He spends a week in L.A. and ends up going out 
with Vanity. Since he joined us, Blas has grown up real quick, and he 
knows that his drumming and finesse is what it’s about. He plays like a 
visual timekeeper. 

As soon as we got into the studio we were making demos with a whole 

band — that’s a band! And when we fucked up, we looked at each other, 
laughed and moved along. 
DS: With Slaughter, everything in the world started moving forward for 
us. We were offered three record deals and we were already signed to 
one label. We all kept scratching our heads going, what was wrong with 
this other picture? O

FORMER DOKKEN MEMBERS 

GEORGE LYNCH & MICK BROWN LEAD 
NEW UNIT INTO ACTION.

he fact that George Lynch and Don Dokken didn't like one 

another may have been the worst kept secret in rock and roll. 

No matter how many publicists the band hired to camouflage 

that fact, and no matter how many platinum albums the band 

Dokken produced, that internal friction was a constant 
source of frustration for both Dokken's members and those around them. 
But after five years of ‘staying together for the sake of our children — 
the songs’, Dokken finally broke apart. Vocalist Don went off to form a 
new band with former Europe guitarist John Norum; bassist Jeff Pilson 
put together a new group of his own and guitarist George Lynch and 
drummer Mick Brown formed the Lynch Mob. Finally free of Dons 
dictatorial personality. Lynch feels ready to fly higher than ever, taking his 
mercurial guitar skills to vistas never before imagined. Recently we 
caught up with Lynch to discuss his past, his present and, most 
importantly, his future. 


Hit Parader: George, after hearing you complain for years about working 
in a band that bore the name of one member, isn't it surprising that you 
named your new band Lynch Mob? 

George Lynch: Lynch Mob was just something | had enscribed on my 
guitar picks, and it seemed like a good name for the band. It's kind of 
funny — you've got to have a sense of humor. Yeah, it did bother me to 
be in a band called Dokken, but what amazed me was more the attitude of 
the guy whose name it was than the name itself. Don always wanted to 
be in complete control, and now he Il have that chance. If he wakes up in 
a bad mood one day and decides he wants to fire the entire band, he can 
do it now. I'm sure that kind of power will make him very happy. We have 
just the opposite attitude in this band. | want to like the people | play 
with. | want to hang out with them after we get offstage. | want to look 
forward to getting on the tour bus and just hanging out with them. 


HP: It sounds like you're still a little bitter over the demise of Dokken. 
GL: |'m really quite the opposite. Dokken struggled very hard to overcome 
what might best be called bad chemistry. | don't want to sit here and point 
fingers at anyone. |'m not going to say it was all Don's fault or take the 
blame myself. But we just reached a point where there were diminishing 
returns. We were still trying to overcome the problems we had, but | felt 


the music had stagnated to some extent. We weren't writing better songs 


and that was the most frustrating thing to me. Maybe if the tension we 
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had in the group had benefitted he music in some way, we could have 
lived with it. | could have handled Don's ego, his insecurities and his 
personality if the music had been there... well, maybe | could as, 
handled it. That's a lot to ask for. 


HP: Enough about the past. Let's talk about the Lynch Mob. 

GL: Well, we've written a lot of songs at this point, and they really. get me 
excited. | think we ve really got something here. Everyone i in the band has 
a say about what we're doing, and that's what | was looking for in the first 
place. | had no interest in walking into the studio with a bunch of things | 
had written and then telling everyone what to do. | wanted this to be a 
real team — a family of musicians. Obviously, having Mick around i is 
great because we ve been working es for so long.

MELODIC METAL MEN DISPLAY FAR-REACHING TALENTS ON DEBUT ALBUM. 
BY WINSTON CUMMINGS 


he packages started arriving weeks before XYZ’s debut 
album ever saw the light of day. First came a photo of the 
band posing in the studio with their producer, Don Dokken. 
Then came a T-shirt with the band’s distinctive logo. A few 
days later a heavy little package arrived containing a paper- 
weight with the band’s name inscribed on it. Then came the expected 
avalanche of sweatshirts, more photos, near-daily press releases and 


advance cassettes. Needless to say, someone believed heavily in XYZ,. 


and they were putting their money where their mouth was. And when the 
final version of the group's album finally was ready to be dissected by 
critical minds, all the hype seemed worth it; XYZ are pretty damn good! 
Maybe vocalist Terry llous, bassist Patt Fontaine, guitarist Marc Richard 
Diglio and drummer Paul Monroe's music isn’t going to change the world, 
but at least it lives up to its pre-release buildup. 

“We know that the label is really behind us,’ llous said. “They made 
people very aware of who we were long before the record came out — 
which was great. But we all knew people in this industry can become 
Suspicious when they hear too much about a band before they've heard 
the music. They might think people are trying to cover something up. 
That's why the reaction the album has gotten has meant so much to us. If 
we hadn't produced music people liked after receiving so much attention, 
we could have ended up in big trouble.” 

The biggest trouble these guys are likely to run into in the months 
ahead is deciding which of their hard-hitting yet eminently commercial 
tunes to release next in their battle for radio and MTV recognition. Songs 
like Follow The Night, Souvenirs and Take What You Can seem tailor- 
made for today's rock market, mixing the strong rhythms of Aerosmith and 
Motley Crue with the tenderness of Poison’s softer side. It’s no surprise 
that Don Dokken, the master of the melodic rock song, was attracted to 
the band when he first heard their demo tape in L.A. a year ago. While 
Don admitted to being quite pleased by how the project turned out, he 
also indicated that producing takes more out of him than recording his 
own work. 

“| don't know how quickly I'll produce another band,” Dokken said. “I 
want to turn all my energy to my own band and make sure that this next 
album is the best | can do. I've always enjoyed producing, and the XYZ 
project was very satisfying, but | can't see myself getting involved with 
any other outside productions for several years. | hope these guys do very 
well — they deserve it — but from here on, they're on their own.” 

Dokken’s weaning of the band sits well with the members of XYZ, who 
feel confident they can now stand on their own two feet. With the kind of 
label support they've already received, it seems unlikely that the XYZers 
will need to lean on anyone's shoulder for support. Still, the band 
acknowledge the role Dokken played in shaping the sound of their debut 
disc, and they say they'll always be grateful for his support and skill. 

“Working with someone who's a musician makes things a little easier 
for you,” llous said. ‘That's especially true the first time a band is in the 


studio. People have said to me that the album sounds like a Dokken 
album in certain places, and I've taken that as a compliment. There are 
certain similarities between the music Don has made and the music on 
our album — they both feature good, melodic rock. He does have a way 
of getting a sound in the studio, so that helped create a certain sound on 
our record. But | think we have come up with something distinctive, 
something we can be proud of.” 

XYZ’s current success comes after four years of hard work, in which 
lifelong friends llous and Fontaine moved to New York from France in 
search of musicians to put together a band. A year later, the pair moved 
to Los Angeles, where they went through the customary stream of musi- 
cians who ‘‘either had the look or the sound, but not both” before finally 
hooking up with Diglio and Monroe. Almost as soon as this new lineup 
started playing the L.A. club circuit, eager record company executives 
began waving checks under their noses, hoping to lure them into a record 
deal. Surprisingly, especially in light of the cutthroat signing frenzy that 
exists in L.A., the members of XYZ turned down those first offers, prefer- 
ring to hold off until they found a label that could give them the kind of 
support they were looking for. 

“We weren't desperate,” llous said. “It wasn’t like we were one of 
those bands that was going home to an empty room with a bare refrigera- 
tor staring at them. We didn't need to sign until we felt the deal was right. 
We had some very attractive offers, and we know that some other bands 
thought we were crazy not to jump on one of those offers right away, but 
we re glad that we waited. By doing that, we were able not only to make 
sure we had written the material we wanted, we also found the producer 
we wanted in Don and we signed with the label that we knew would give 
us the most support. They want to make us a band that'll be successful for 
a long time, which is exactly how we're approaching this. Too many 
groups are here today and gone tomorrow.” 

One obvious question for this French/American quartet is where they 
came up with their unusual name. It's no secret that a few years ago, 
former Led Zeppelin members Jimmy Page and Robert Plant were thinking 
of forming a new band and calling it XYZ. According to llous, that had 
nothing to do with the group’s choice of their alphabetical moniker. In 
fact, the singer insists that nothing at all inspired them to choose that 
name. 

“Actually, | think it happened one day when we were walking through a 
record store in Los Angeles,” he said. “We were just looking through 
some of the new releases, thumbing through the racks where all the 
albums are arranged by album title. We came upon the back section, 
which was marked ‘XYZ’, and noticed that there really weren't that many 
records in there. We thought it was nice to have a special section like that 
already marked out, so we decided on the name XYZ. I'm not sure how 
true that story is (laughs), but hopefully the fans reading it will think it’s 
interesting. But | think I'd rather have them listen to our music and find 
that interesting than have us talk about our name. It doesn't matter what 
we're called — it's the music that's special.” 0

SVUVEET FA. 
In the early 1970s, acts like REO Speed- 
wagon and Ted Nugent helped establish the 
Great American Heartland as the home of true 
rock and roll. Of course, in the last decade, 
L.A.’s metal scene has unseated the Midwest as 
the center for American hard rock. Recently, 
however, several bands have popped up who 
seem determined to make the Heartland a 
metal capital once again. Paramount among 
these is Sweet F.A., a quintet from Indianapolis 
who are bringing their high voltage sound to the 
masses from coast to coast. With the release of 
their debut LP, Daily Grind, vocalist Steve 
DeLong, guitarists Jon Lightning and J.T. 
Thunder, bassist Jim Quick and drummer Tricky 
Lane are out to prove that the metal scene isn't 
a West Coast phenomenon. 

“We're proud that everyone in the band is 
from the Midwest,” DeLong said. ‘I don't really 
know if there's still a stylistic difference 
between rockers here and the ones in other 
parts of the country, but we think our music is 
real special. As it turns out, we spent a bit of 
time in L.A. before we got signed, because 
that's where the action is at that moment. But 
that doesn't mean we'll ever move out there. 
We're very happy to be based in Indianapolis.” 

Though their debut LP was released recently, 
Sweet F.A.’s roots stretch back some five years 
to DeLong and Quick's meeting at a Kentucky 
club. Though the meeting was brief, the two hit 
it off and were soon commuting on weekends to 
rehearse new material for the earliest version of 
Sweet F.A. After going through a number of 
other musicians, the pair settled on the band’s 
current lineup and began playing clubs through- 
out the Midwest. Though they knew they might 
have to move to the West Coast to attract 
record company attention, they kept plugging 
away, polishing both their material and their 
live show until they felt the time was right. 
Within months of their move, Sweet F.A. were 
gobbled up by a label only too anxious to offer 
some big bucks. 

“It was great finally getting a record deal,” 
DeLong said. “We've waited a long time, but 
that's kind of cool. We know we've got our 
songs together and our live show kicks ass. 
Some bands might think that spending a few 
years in clubs before getting signed is a bad 
thing. We look at it as something positive. But 
that's the secret to Sweet F.A.; we tend to look 
at everything in a positive light.”

Law And Order like to claim that their music 
is as tough as the New York streets they grew 
up on — and one listen to their debut LP, Guilty 
Of Innocence, proves this power-packed quartet 
may well be right. Vocalist Shane, guitarist Phil 
Allocco, bassist Sean Carmody and drummer 
Rob Steele play rock with both power and pas- 
sion, but they lace their songs with plenty of 
style too.

__making a record; you 
never get it quite right, 
so you keep trying. In 
the past I've talked about the studios, the 
people we've worked with, the weather, our 
methods of work — lots about what we do, but 
nothing about why we do it, and nothing about 
how the songs themselves develop. So maybe 
it's time to try a glass-bottom boat on those 
murky waters. 

One of those French guys, Balzac or Flaubert, 
said that a novel should be like a mirror moving 
down the road. | like that image, and | like the 
way it applies to songwriting as well. “Reflect- 
ing on life’ could certainly be the unifying 
theme of Rush's odyssey through the years — 
though of course we never thought of it at the 
time. We were too busy moving down the road, 
as most people are. But at least when youre 
moving fast, you have to look afead: theres 
only time for a quick glance in the rear-view, 
just to make sure no flashing red lights are 
gaining. Otherwise its no good dwelling on 
what s behind you. Just your own taillights. 

To belabor the metaphor in a general sense: 
all of us are moving down that road with differ- 
ent mirrors, and we don't just reflect life, we 
respond to it. We filter things through our own 


lenses, and respond according to our tempera-_ 


ments and moods. As the Zen farmer says: 
“That s why ae make dieteot colored 
neckties . 


Thats why they make de 
music too. To beat another metaphor into sub- 
_ mission: in musical terms Rush is not so mucha 
mitror, but a satellite dish moving down the 
road, soaking up different styles, methods, and 
designs. When the time comes to work on new 
songs, you turn on the satellite descrambler, 
unfilter your lenses, activate the manure detec- 
tor, check the rear-view mirror, and try desper- 
ately to unmix your metaphors. 

When the three of us start working on a new 
record, we have no idea what we'll come up 
with. There is only the desire to do it, and the 
confidence that we can. The uneasiness of 
starting from nothing is dissipated by the first 
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song or two, but still the mystery remains — in 
the truest sense, we dont know what were 
doing. We know it seems right; we know that 
it's what we want to do at that point in time, but 
we don’t know what it adds up to. And often we 
won't know for a long time — until well after 
the record has been released and everyone else 
has had their say about it. Then it seems to 
crystallize in our own minds, and we develop a 


little objectivity about it — what we re pleased 


with, and where it could have been better. 
And that's where progression comes in — 
where it could have been better. As a band and 
as individuals, we always have a hidden 
agenda, a subtext of motivation which is based 
on dissatisfaction with past work, and desire to 
improve. That agenda has changed as we have 
changed; when we started out, we just wanted 


_to learn how to p/ay, and sometimes our songs 


were just vehicles for technical experiments and 
the Joy of Indulgence. But still, playing is the 


foundation for us — the Stone — and rock is _ 


our favorite kind of stone. Despite our dabbles 


_in other styles, it is the energy, flexibility, and — 


attitude of rock which remain most compelling 


_ for us. We exercised our fingers and exorcized 


our demons by trying every note we could reach, 


_in every time signature we could count on our 


fingers. But after wed played with those toys 
for awhile, the songs themselves began to 


attract our interest. Rock is not made of Stone 


alone, and we wanted to learn more about 


conveying what we felt as powerfully as we 


could.

A long day's work behind us, we gathered
